The domestic relations o f 
Ebbing and his wife, who was Ollie 
J. Larrim ore will be given a hearing 
as this bears directly on the ques­ 
tion of whether Ebbing should have 


possession of 
his 
child or 
the 


guardian. 
The fight 
started 
Oct. 14. when 
Ebbing met his daughter Lizzie, who 
was cm her way home from school. 
Ebbing took the child to his home, 
where she has since been. 
Tile testi­ 


mony of Ben Ebbing, brother of Aug­ 
ust Ebbing, testified that when his 
brother resigned the guardianship in 
favor of Kuhn, he was under the in­ 
fluence of morphine. 
Ile stated that 
his brother had been ill and that the 
physicians had given him the drug. 
The morning that they came here to 


have Kuhn appointed guardian he 


had taken some of the drug accord­ 


ing to Ben Ebbing. 
According to Ben 
Ebbing, they 
were advised to take the child by 
their attorneys, in the 
manner in 


which they did Oct. 14. 
He stated 


that they met the little girl coming 


from school and that the father ask­ 


ed lier if she was satisfied and she 
replied that she w as.' He then got 
out of the buggy, according to Ben 


Ebbing and took her to his home. It 
was because 
their 
attorneys told 


them they were entitled to the child 


and advised that they take her while 
on the w ay home from school that it 


was done. 
Ben Ebbing stated that it was his 
opinion that the guardian, W alter 


Kuhn was not to have possession of 


the child when he 
was appointed 


guardian and did not know that he 
intended to keep the little girl until 
about three days after Kulm was 
appointed he came to 
the Ebbing 


home in company 
with Policem an 
W elter and pretended to have an or­ 
der from the court demanding the 


child. 
Ebbing 
stated that he has 
since learned that Kuhn had no* or­ 


der from the court and that they 
were not compelled to give up the 


child. 
He stated that the father of the 


child always 
treated his children 
with the utmost respect and that the 
home surroundings of the little girl, 
over which the fight is being made, 


are good. 
Ebbing stated that the 
present Mrs. 
Ebbing 
treated 
the 


child like a mother and did not swea r 
and treat them as was stated in the 
complaint.

nothing was said a bo ut ta king 
the 
children fro m the Ebbing ho me when 


August Ebbing 
resigned the g ua r­ 
dia nship. 
Wa lter Kuhn, the g ua rdia n, to ld 
a n a lto g ether different sto ry fro m t 
tha t o f Ebbing . He sta ted tha t Ebb­ 
ing ha d to ld him tha t when he ca me

sp en t in the big game co u n try . Gates 
was n o t feelin g well an d co mp lain ed 
freq u en tly . 
Su dden ly he was grip p ed 
by a co n v u lsio n . 
The p hy sician s o f 
the p arty reso rted to hero ic measu res 
to reliev e him, bu t he died within a 
fewr min u tes. 
He was thirty -sev en 
y ears o ld. 
Charles G. Gates was a man who 
kn ew ho w' to make mo n ey an d who be­ 
liev ed in sp en din g it. 
Do n g befo re 
Jo hn W. Gates, his father, died an d 
left him $2 0,000,000 the y o u thfu l bro ker 
w'as kn o wn fro m o n e en d o f the co n ­ 
tin en t to the o ther fo r his skilfu l 
sto ck man ip u latio n s an d fo r his dis­ 
bu rsin g p ro cliv ities. 
He made sp ec­ 
tacu lar trip s in sp ecial train s, he was 
alway s ready with a bet at the race 
track, his au to mo biles go t him in to 
mu ch tro u ble, bu t he n ev er wo rried 
an d alway s said that su ch thin gs were 
trifles to a man who sp en t a millio n 
in a y ear fo r tip s. 
He n ev er so u ght to break do wn the 
imp ressio n that he was a p lu n ger, bu t 
he resen ted in timatio n s that he was 
n o thin g else. 
W hen a rep o rt gain ed 
cu rren cy last su m m er that he had 
been beaten by his father-in -law in a 
Min n eap o lis cafe, he den ied it in dig­ 
n an tly . 
He had ju st step p ed o ff a 
sp ecial train when the rep o rters greet­ 
ed him an d asked him abo u t the re­ 
p o rted ro w. 
“Of all the miserable falseho o ds 
ev er p rin ted this is the wo rst,” he 
^aid. 
“I had the best father in the 
wo rld an d n o w I hav e the best father- 
in -law in the wo rld, an d he wo u ld n o t 
hit me, n o t o n y o u r life. 
I am o n ly a 
kid, bu t an y p erso n who thin ks he can 
lick me is at liberty to sail in right 
n o w'. 
Altho u gh I'm y o u n g, I ara a di­ 
recto r in twen ty -three co rp o ratio n s, 
an d they do n 't seem able to get alo n g 
witho u t me.” 
Sp eakin g later o f his sp ecial train 
he said: 
“W hen I trav el I like to 
mo v e. 
This is the life o f sp eed. 
“Like the Fren chman . I hav e a p en ­ 
chan t fo r gettin g where I start fo r 
an d I like to go fast. 
If I did n o t 
break a reco rd it s n o t my fau lt, fo r 
I was in the lo co mo tiv e. 
My time is 
wo rth mo n ey an d 
I waste time o n slo w 
train s. 
“No t that I care fo r mo n ey . 
I giv e 
awray $1,000,000 in tip s in a y ear. 
W hat’s the u se o f ho ardin g mo n ey ? 
lf y o u sav e mo n ey so mebo dy will bu rn 
it u p after y o u die. 
I hav e a p assio n 
fo r bu rn in g u p my mo n ey while I liv e.”

it w as o ften said o f him that had he 
n o t been the so n o f Jo hn W. Gates he 
still wo u ld hav e made a n ame fo r him­ 
self.

W ash ing to n, Oct. 29.—Th e Mex ican 
situ atio n h as no w reach ed a p o int 
where th e United States is bo u nd to

Under p ressu re fro m Eu ro p ean p o w­ 
ers, President Wilso n h as p tedg ed th e 
United States g o v ernment to make a 
definite statem ent ©f p o licy in reg ard 
to Mex ico . At th e req u est o f th e Unit­ 
ed States th ree o f th ese p o wers h av e 
ag reed to defer actio n in Mex ico u ntil 
th ey h av e listened to w h at President 
Wilso n h as to say .

The ou tside as well as the 
inside equ ipment was in Su ch repair

hav e cost at least $500, to tell them 
w hat to do. 
Instead they ex pended 
$31,000 ju diciou sly — and at the same 
time redu ced the

its fine state of efficiency , in which 
shape it was when tu rned ov er to the 
present administration.

The attempted sarcasm in regard 
to the splendid financial record of the 
Cowing administration falls flat. That 
was real 
economy, not 
the Demo­ 
cratic kind which exists in platforms 
and melts when it is applied, 
it 
was the kind of economy that re­ 
sulted in the tax rate being reduced 
twenty cents on the hundred dollars. 
It was the kind of economy that, 
even with a reduced tax rate, there 
were enough funds to expend $31,000 
in building up the municipal plant sc 
that there could be a day current, sc 
the street lights could be twice ac 
powerful, so there was 
never 
any 
occasion for closing down the plant 
so the street lights could be increased 
in number, so a new sanitary sewer 
could be installed and 
many other 
achievements which have been enum­ 
erated 
already 
and 
with 
all 
this 
$7,000 had to be paid out because cf 
a smallpox epidemic and over $11.000 
had to be expended to finish up con­ 
tracts started by the Hall adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Contrast this with the present ca­ 
tastrophe. 
When this administration 
came into power, there was an initial

indebtedness 
of 
$32,5 00 
created when the 
plant 
was

chased. 
M ayor Black and his Demo­

the banks for money borrowed to pay
